Mysterious Affair — On Sunday last the 
body of a man named Jonathan Street, of Platte 
county, Mo., but who has relations in this 
county, was found in a field on Mr. Reuben 
Gentry's farm, about three miles from this 
place.

Constable Sherwood and Constable McCaffrey, 
either unwilling or incapable of rendering the 
Mayor any effectual assistance. Mr. Council- 
man McConkey, who reached the ground late, 
was extremely active, and, with his aid and that 
of three or four others, the Mayor was fortu- 
nately successful in preventing serious person- 
al collision, although he was frequently obliged 
to throw himself between the assailants and the 
parties attacked. After ti e tent was destroyed, 
the mob rushed towards the caravans of wild 
beasts, one of which (that of the cameleopard) 
they backed towards the flames, but the Mayor 
and his assistants rescued it. His worship final 
ly addressed the populace from the roof of one 
of the wagons, pointing out to them the shame- 
ful character of their proceedings, and, after 
some time they began to disperse. 

As soon as he found the inefficiency of the 
police, bis worship had sent ofl for the enrolled 
pensioners; a body of whom, amounting to 30 
or 40, under Colonel Tulloch, marched on to 
the ground about 2 o'clock, at which time the 
disturbance had wholly ceased. 

On Saturday morning, the two men who were 
rescued by the Mayor were examined at the 
police-office, but no accusation being brought 
against them, and it being understood that Bird's 
injuries were not of a serious character, they 
were discharged. One of the circus party, it 
seems, was kicked and beaten in so serious a 
manner as to prevent him leaving the city on 
Saturday with his companions, who are now, 
we bear, at Brampton, awaiting the arrival of a 
new tent, &c , from tftw York. Myers, one of 
the proprietors, who was the party implicated 
in the assault, on Thursday evening, on Fawcet 
and Fraser, is now in custody, having been ar- 
rested at Brampton on Saturday.

Disgraceful Riot and Destruction of 
Property. — One of the most disgraceful riots 
that ever occurred in this city took place on 
Friday night last, the circumstances of which 
we have taken trouble to ascertain accurately, 
and they are as follows: Howe's menagerie and 
Myers & Madigan's equestrian troupe jointly 
exhibited and performed in this city on the va- 
cant square near the jail, on the evenings of 
Thursday and Friday^ On Thursday night a 
row occurred in a house of ill fam<>,a little west 
of the old hospital on King street, in which 
two or three of the circus people were con- 
cerned. 

Two young men named Fawcet and Fraser, 
who it is said belong to the book and ladder 
company in this city, were seriously injured, 
one of them getting bis jaw broken in two 
places, from the blow of a decanter. The par- 
ties who inflicted these injuries were those con- 
nected with the circus, and consequentlv the 
friends of the sufferers vowed vengeance on 
the whole establishment. From the inquiries 
we have made, we have ascertained that the 
friends of Fawcet and Fraser were busy during 
the whole of Friday preparing for an attack on 
the circus establishment in the evening. 

Every endeavor was made to collect such a 
force as would, if possible, overawe both the 
circus people and police, and allow the mob to 
do just as it pleased. Indeed we have beard 
from several that they were aware of a riot 
being contemplated several hours previous to 
that at which the performance commenced in 
the evening. It also appears, as was stated by 
Constable McCaffrey in his evidence at the po- 
lice court, that a certain system of action was 
decided upon. Symptoms of the riot were quite 

Cerceptible during the hours of performance, 
ut no regular attack was made upon the pre- 
mises until the audience had departed. 
'-It was then that some one commenced to cut 
the canvas with a knife, and a most violent 
demonstration was made by yells and shouts. 
The employees of the circus armed themselves 
with such weapons as they could lay hands 
upon, sallied out in a body, and made a clear- 
ance and again returned under thecunvas. The 
police here, it seems, made a feeble attempt to 
arrest some persons, but were prevented by the 
mob. About this time we believe it was that 
Joseph Bird, a member of the hook and ladder 
company, received a blow of an iron bar from 
one of the circus men, and had to be taken 
home. A pistol shot, we understand, was also 
fired by one of the party assailed. 

The next step of the mob was to make an at- 
tack on one of the wagons, which tbey pulled 
away and tumbled ov er the embankment into the 
bay. They then attacked the ticket wagon, 
which was smashed into pieces with their axes 
and set on fire. His worship, the mayor, had 
previously been sent for by Mr. Yale, one of the 
managers of the company, and he soon arrived 
on the spot, and endeavored to qu^ll the dis- 
turbance. He advised the ciicus men to lay 
down their weapons, and consider themselves 
as prisoners, and he would do anything in his 
power to protect th m; to which request they 
immediately yielded, sitting down together un 
der their tent. His worship then expostulated 
with the mob outside and entreated of them to 
desist; but bis efforts, although successful in 
one quarter, were defeated in another. 

He managed, however, to rescure two men 
belonging to the company, who were set upon 
by the crowd, some of whom shouted out "kill 
them," "knock them down," Ate. and whom he 
sent off in a cab to the police station. The 
work of destruction still went on. When the 
ticket wagon was set on fire, some of the mob 
proceeded to the St. Lawerence Hall (about 11 
o'clock) and caused the fire alarm to be rung, 
which proceeding, most likely preconcocted, 
bad the effect of bringing the book and ladder 
wagon and several of tne engines to the ground. 

Amidst the demoniac yells and the darkness 
of the night, relieved only by the dim light of 
the burning vehicle, the hooks were applied to 
the chains and ropes of the p vilion, and, to the 
cry of "This way, rackers," from tbe ring- 
leaders, the work of pulling down the canvas 
commenced. While this part of the proceed- 
ings was going on, several attempts were made 
to fire the tent, but the operation was not suc- 
cessful until it was all pulled down, when tbe 
wardrobe, which was new, a..d everything that 
could be laid hold of, was thrown into the fire 
and destroyed.

To the Chairman of the Election Committee: 

Sir: — From an examination of Sec. — of Ar- 
ticle XI, of th* City Charter, by which power 
is given to the City Council to provide for two 
or more voting places in each Ward, I am of 
opinion that it applies only to elections for city 
officers. 

And I can find no other clause in the Charter 
or in the Revised Statutes giving such power. 

The 2nd Section of Article XI, Chapter 
XXXII of Revised Statutes, treating of 
Elections (other than for city officers); 
provides that the "elections in the City 
of Louisville, except for Justices of the 
Peace and Constables, shall be held in each 
ward thereof, the place of voting to be designa- 
ted by the Mayor and Council thereof." 

The use of the singular number, viz: "place," 
it seems to nae, forbids there being more than 
one precinct in each ward.

Distribution or California Gold. — llie 
semi-monthly steamers from California come 
freighted with large quantities of gold, either 
in its crude state as it is taken from the mines, 
or in bars that have been assayed at the mint in 
San Francisco. This gold is generally con- 
signed to a few bankers, express companies, or 
rial houses in New York, not perhaps 
tig a dozen in number. The amounts 
isigned vary from sums of ten thousand 
to hilf a million of dollars, and in the aggre- 

per month. The uninitiated in commercial and 
financial affairs may suppose that all or the most 
of this vast amount of gold actually belongs to 
the persons to whom it is shipped; but they, who 
so believe, err greatly. The gold thus accumu- 
lated in the hands of these few individuals is 
placed there for distribution over every portion 
of this extended country from Maine to Geor- 
gia, and over all tlie great West, even beyond 
the Mississippi river. The distribution is ef- 
fected by means of drafts. Thus let us sup- 
pose that Pat Maloney is a miner in California, 
who from the products of his labor in digging 
, gold wishes to send his wife, Mrs. Bridget Ma- 
loney, twenty-five dollars per month, she living 
we'll say in this city. Now Pat will go to a 
broker or an express agent in San Francisco 
and buy a draft on New York, payable 60 days 
after date, for which he will have to pay in gold 
dust twenty-five dollars, and a premium of about 
4 per cent. This draft Pat remits in a letter to 
his dear wife Bridget, who, on its receipt, can 
either send it to New York for collection, or, 
in consequence of its being Eastern specie 
funds, can get it cashed by any broker in the 
city where she resides. 

Such an arrangement proves of great conve- 
nience to the miners, their friends and families ; 
for there is no other mode in which a poor dig- 
ger on the American fork, or on the Yuba river, 
can send his $10, $20, or $30 to his wife, chil- 
dren, or widowed mother residing on the banks 
of the Kenueb eck, Illinois, or Wabash rivers, 
so safely, so cheaply, or so quickly, as by this 
wide-spread arrangement. 

The result is that the West, which used to be 
rich only in lands and cheap living, while poor 
in money (and nearly everything else), the 
great means of progress and improvement, has 
undergone a great change. The high prices ob 
tained for our cattle, breadstuffs and provisions, 
from the broadcast distribution of Califor- 
nia gold among our people, has increased our 
wealth wonderfully, and brought us to a 
nearer level with the older States of the 



The Wheat Crop. — Two weeks ago, the 
Cincinnati Price-Current published an estimate 
of the wheat-crop.

By the above it will be seen that our estimates 
make one hundred and sixty-eight and a half 
million bushels of wheat as the total yield of 
the present season, which is sixty-eight million 
bushels over that of 1849.

Losses by Mail.— 1 he following is from the 
Postmaster General: 

By a highly important regulation it appears 
that in every case of loss by mail, whether sup- 
posed to be the result of casualty or depreda- 
tion, the Department should be informed with- 
out delay of all the circumstances connected 
with it. Particular care should be taKen to 
state the name of the office in which the letter 
was placed; the day on which it was so placed, 
and whether by the writer himself or by anoth- 
er person; the day on which, if at all, it was 
actually mailed; the name of the writer and the 
person addressed; the amount, and, if practica- 
ble, a particular description of the valuable en- 
closure; the amount of postage marked on the 
letter; the office to which addressed, and 
whether mailed direct thereto or to another office 
for distribution; and the route by which it was 
sent, with any further particulars that may aid 
the Department in its investigation respecting 
the cause of the loss.

FURTHER BY THE CANADA. 

The main facts have been already stated of 
the unsuccessful attack upon Sebastopol on the 
18th of June. The papers by the Canada con- 
tain further details, including the dispatch of 
Pelissier. 

When Lord Raglan saw the defeat of the first 
French division, he hastily ordered an attack on 
the Redan, to effect a diversion in favor of the 
French, although it was previously intended that 
the British should not attack until the French 
had captured the Malakoff, inasmuch as the 
Malakoff's guns quite commanded the Redan. 
So far as civilians at a distance could judge, 
Lord Raglan's order to attack was a great error, 
for, the British storming party, not being suffi- 
ciently strong to carry the works, were repulsed 
with much slaughter. 

j^A curious incident is that Gen. Eyre, with 
2,0f0 British troops, penetrated into the suburbs 
of Sebastopol itself, and held possession of the 
houses in one street for seventeen hours, but, be 
ing totally unsupported, he retired at nightfall. 
The inference is that, had the assault been gene- 
ral, or systematically planned, the city would 
have fallen, or at least its first line of defense 
might have been carried. 

A dispatch from Berlin dated July 4 states 
that the town of Nystadt, at the entrance of the 
Gulf of Bothnia, has been bombaided and de- 
stroyed. 

Liverpool Provision Market — Messrs. Rich- 
ardson, Spence, k. Co. report beef without de- 
mand, but stock much reduced. Nothing doing 
in poik. Bacon in active demand at the de- 
cline, 49s being the extreme quo'ation. Lard 
had advanced Is 6d; the stock on hand was about 
2,000 tons. Messrs. Bigland, Athya, & Co. re- 
port bacon dull and lard advanced to 53s a 54s. 

Seven slaves belonging to Wm. McCoy and 
others of Pendleton county, Va., eloped a few 
nights ago, each one taking a horse with him. 
They are doubtless making their way to Canada 
A considerable number have run away from 
Pendl ton and Hardy within a year or two, and 
some of them, who are in Canada, are in the 
habit of corresponding with their friends in their 
own neighborhood. 



The Trenton State Gazette, July 18th, 
says: — "We yesterday heard of a distressing ac-' 
cident which occurred to Professor Richardson, 
Principal of the Female Seminary at Freehold, 
on Saturday last. Preparations were on foot to 
give a giand exhibition of the school on Mon- 
day last, and the Principal, who had by some 
means lost the use of one of his eyes, was busy su- 
perintending the arrangements, one of which was 
to have a chandelier suspended frora the ceiling. 
In order to do this it was necessary to have a 
hole bored through the ceiling. A carpenter 
was employed to do this, and when he bad com- 
pleted the task, the Professor being in the story 
above, stooped down just as the augar pierced 
the floor, when the instrument struck him in the 
other eye, depriving him of the sight of that 
one also. This gentleman was esteemed by all 
who knew him, and his severe affliction will be 
a source of deep regret to a large circle of ac- 
quaintance."

[For the Louisville Bull • n J 
Division or the. Wards. — There has been 
presented to the General Council of the city of 
Louisville a petition signed by some of our cit- 
izens, including a portion of the members of 
the Louisville "bar," asking the establishment 
of additional voting places in some of the wards. 
Although the names of some members of the 
"bar" are found among the signatures, I appre- 
hend that few learned in the law designed to 
express the opinion based upon an examina- 
tion of the question that the Mayor and Coun- 
cil of the city of Louisville have authority to 
grant the prayer of the petition. Indeed seve- 
ral lawyers of ability, who signed the petition, 
admit that they signed it without intending to 
express any opinion on the question, and with- 
out having ever looked into or given any con- 
sideration to the legality of the proposition, but 
that, having since examined the statutory pro- 
visions upon the subject, they are fully convin- 
ced that the Mayor and Council c;m only desig- 
nate the place in each ward at which the elec- 
tion is to be held. 

To me the question is a plain one. The city 
charter (see article 11, sections 1 and 2) authori- 
zes the Mayor and Council to prescribe the 
place or places and rules and regulations for 
holding elections for all city officers, and ex- 
pressly authorizes, for the election of city offi- 
cers, the votes to be taken at two or more pla- 
ces in each ward. 

But it must be observed that those provisions 
of the charter were designed for and expressly 
refer to elections for offices created by the char- 
ter. The approaching election is a State elec- 
tion, the offices to be filled are State offices, es- 
tablished by the constitution of the State, and 
have to be filled by election, as provided for in 
the constitution and laws of the State. 

The Revised Statutes, title Elections, page 
281, section 1, article 3, prescribes that each 
county court shall, in the month of June or July 
in every year, appoint two justices of the peace, 
if so many there be, to act as judges of the elec- 
tion foi each precinct. Section 2, article 2, 
page 284, same book, prescribes "that elections 
in the city of Louisville, except those for justi- 
ces of the peace and constables, shall be held 
in each ward thereof, the place of voting to be 
designated by the Mayor and Council thereof," 
thus making each ward in the city of Louisville 
a precinct for the election of State officers, and 
prescribing, with other provisions of the gene- 
ral laws, all the formalities, time, mode, and 
manner for holding elections, giving the Mayor 
and Council the authority only to designate the 
particular places in each ward for holding the 
electi ill. The Mayor and Council have no au- 
thority to appointjudges, clerks, or sheriffs, and, 
were they to designate more than one place in 
each ward, they could not appoint the proper 
officers to conduct the election at such addition 
al place, and the county court, as we have seen, 
has authority only to appoint two judges ami 
one clerk for each precinct. Without proper 
legally constituted officers to preside at the polls, 
the votes there taken would be illegal and ne 
cessarily excluded. 

If the views herein taken are correct, and the 
prayer of the petition be granted by establish- 
ing additional voting places in each ward, and 
votes be polled at them, the election, so far as 
the city is concerned, would be a nullity; and, 
should the election throughout the State be a 
close one, so close that the vote in Louisville 
would determine it, the whole would be a nulli- 
ty, and a new election would have to be called, 
thus involving the State .and the various aspir- 
ants in loss of time and money, and cause the 
protraction of an excited canvass, already too 
warm for the preservation of the peace and good 
order of society. 

The Democrat of Thursday, in an article 
upon the power of the city Council to establish 
additional places for voting in some of the w nis 
where the law provides only for "a place" 
of voting in each ward, cites as a clincher to its 
argument and as putting the question beyond 
further cavil, the 12th section of chapter 21, on 
page 190 Revised Statutes, which declares that 
"words importing the singular numbei only may 
extend and be applied to several persons or things 
as well as lo one person or thing, and a word im- 
porting the plural number only may extend and 
be applied to one person or thing as well as several 
things." From this, the writer would force us 
to admit, that, in reading the revised statutes. 
the singular and plural numbers are to be taken 
indiscriminately. So when the law prescribes, 
as punishment for an offense, imprisonment for 
one year two may be imposed; where a fine of 
one hundred dollars is imposed i*o or five hundred 
may be enforced; when one wife is allowed to a 
man, he may lawfully have two or a dozen. 
Such reasoning is more becoming a young bache- 
lor of twenty than the venerable senior of the 
Democrat. Such positions are too absurd for 
serious notice.

Although Hll.i justified in such astei<. I would no: have ta- 
ken it but for a.pamphlet which has falleu into my hands, de- 
crying very pointedly the Very styli I have recommended t ■> 
you (.and, as a matter of course, my design), and endeavoring 
tu enlist yourtopiaien in faVbr of a oast-iron column, or rattier 
a brick column cased with cast-iron! Under thesecirenmstao- 
Crs, self-justification compels me to follow suit, and, in. my 
turn, e.iaeaTor to give you a few rea«o<is why, if a marble shatt 
of any kind is inappropriate for such a purpose, a cast-iron 
c Juan non Id be ten times worse.

But what association of ideas is there between Mr. Clay 
and a Greek column, any more than between Mr. CI ivy and a 
mausoleum to contain his sta'ae, fur the common-sense reaso 0 
of allowing pioi.le to walk about in it, to aomire the work of 
the sculptor, and recall the veuera'ed features of the dead?

In compliance with which the undersigned, 
members of the Board of Visitors, respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing report for the collegiate year just closed: 

Since our last annual report, a change has been made in the 
Principal or Superintendent of the Institute, by the appoint- 
ment of Col. E W. Morgan in place- of Col. Alien, resigned. 
Col. Morgan is a distinguished graduate of West Point, is 
mild, amiable, and conciliatory in his manners, combining 
with those qualities a firmness and decision of character com- 
mensurate with any circumstances for the control and manage- 
ment of a class of young men drawn together from different 
parts of the United States, and nambering. as the class did, 
upwards of one hundred at the close of the session. As an evi- 
dence of his ability and capacity forcon troll ing the Cadets and 
confining them to a strict and rigid adherence to tbe rules and 
regulations prescribed bv the Board of Visitors, we are grati- 
fied in being able to report to your Excellency that there has 
occurred bat one s> litary case of expulsion during the collegi- 
ate year just closed, and that the Cadets are, without excep- 
tion, so far as we are advised, highly pleased, not only with 
Col. Morgan, but the able Faculty called to assist him, whieh 
we de^m a high compliment to the Faculty, and creditable to 
the Cadets. 

During the examination of the Cadets, which continued ten 
days, occupying six hours in each day, a part of the under- 
signed were ia attendance, and bear willing testimony that 
the examination was one of the most laborious, thorough, and 
Searching they have witnessed on any similar occasion, and 
that the Cadets acquitted themselves in a manner highly cred- 
itable to them and the Faculty who taught them.

aud their couutry; after whieh, the degrees ef Bachelor of 
Arts and Civil Engineer were conferred on the follewinz grad- 
uates, to-wi': H. L. Bedford end H. U. Harris, of Mississif 
pi: W. S. Mitcnell. of Louisiana; A. C. Riley, of Misse 
W. E. Burnet, of Tex is; D. W. Price, IsDam T. Dudle

f esented by the Superintendent of the Institute. 

The Board of Visitors, in conformity to law. inspected tbe 
"arms and other pnblie property in possession of the Insti- 
tute." consisting of muskets and acquirements, side anas, 
artillery swords, and two pieces of ordnance, oae an iron four 
and the other a brass six-pounder, with gun carriages, kc 
all of which they found to be iatbe best eoudition; aad when 
not in the haodi of th 1 cadets fer exercise and drill they are 
securely keptin a room or arsenal prepared for that purpose. 
That tne public arms in possession of the Institute are in a 
better state of pre *e. ration than those deposited in tbe State 
Arsenal cannot be doubted by any one who will make the ex- 
amination. 

Since the appointment of Colonel Morgan as Superintend- 
ent, great improvements and repairs have been made in the 
main build rag and barracks prepared for the accommodation 
of the Cadets, in the machinery for heating the main building 
and barracks by steam, and in> ornamenting and improving 
the grounds surrounding the buildings, w hie': mast add greatly 
to the health, comfort, and convenience of all connected with 
the Institute.

DECISION OF THE COURT OF APPEALS. 

HAK BEE VS. SPEED. 
This case iav.olves the construction of the charter of the 
city "f Louisville, enacted b> statute approved Marco a*th, 

1851, and especially of such portions of it as relate to the 
election of the Mayor of that city. Tne immediate .{Utstion 
between the parties now contending f..r tne office of 31a. or 
arisea upon a very few facts, whieh may be briefly stated 
thus 

On the first Saturday in April, fixed by the charter for the 
n st general election of city officers to be ohoieu by tne quail-. 
Bed v ten of Louisville, John M . Deiph was elected Major 
for two years, and in due time qualified as such. But in Oc- 
tober, af the tune Tear, be resigned his office, and waa tleete 1 
by the General Council of the eity Mayor pro tern., which of 
flee he continued to hold and exercise until James S. Speed, 
being elected at the general election in April, 1852, was quali- 
fied, la April, 18JS, a Mayor was again voted for at the gen- 
eral election, and Speed again received a majority of votes, 
and that is some evidence that he again took the oath of of- 
fice But the fact, if it existed, was not reported to nor no- 
ticed by the Council. In April, 1S>4. there wasa fourth elec- 
tion, at wh'cb Spe-d was again elected and too k tbeoathof 
office and in April, It*, the Mayor was again vote J for at the 
general election, when Spe d. claiming that there was no va- 
cancy, bn. that he was in cilice until 1856 by virtue o- his 
eleetwn in 1S54, was not generally- regarded as a candidate, 
Barbae received a majority of votes, and, being re- 
by the Council as Mayor elect, took the oath* of 
.Joe and has exercised iu duties ever since. Speed, by his 
petition, claims to he the lawful Mayor by virtue of hi* elec- 
tion in 1854, when the two Tears, for which he claims to be 
elected in 1852, expired, while Bar bee maintains that the 
election or vote of ISM wasa nullitv. that the election of 

1852, if valid for any purpose, was valid as an election for 
one year only, and that the first election for two years, after 
the resignation of Delphin October, 1851, was in April, 1853, 
whan Speed was elected for two years, which expired in 1855, 
when he (Barbee) was elected. The contest, as thus devel- 
oped, seems t> depend upon the validity and effect of the elec- 
tion of 1852, which is again resolved into the question wheth- 
er there on be any election of Mayor except at the general 
election, whieh takes place #very year in April, and whether 
a Mayor can be elected at icy general election for a shorter 
period than two .years. But the negative answers to these 
questions, which" the counsel of Speed insist on, maintain 
that the charter Ifixes every election of Mayor, whether the 
office has been vacated or not, at the general election of eity 
officers in April, and makes every lawful election of Mayor 
an election for two years, the prescribed period for election to 
that office: and they maintain further, that, at whatever pe- 
riod the office of Mayor becomes vacant, there mu«t be an elec- 
tion to fil' it for two year.< at the next general election. The 
sum of the argument is, that there can uot be any special elec- 
tion of Mayor by the qualified voters of the city; that they 
cannot at any time elect a Mayor for an unexpired term, but 
only for two years, and at a general election, and that one 
must be elected at the general election next after the happen- 
ing of the vaeancv, which, whenever it may occur, lasts only 
until the next general election and the qualification of the 
Mayor then to be elected. It is contended on the other side, 
that when the vacancy in the office of Mayor occurs at any 
considerable period, vis: three months or more, before the ex- 
piration of the term for which the last Mayor was elected, 
there may and should be a special election By the qualified 
Voters, unless ttie general election is itself at hand, and that 
either at such special election, should one he held, or at the 
first general election, should it occur at theend of the first 
rear for which the last Mayor was elected, the Msyor is to 
be ele ted for the residue of the unexpired term of two years, 
at the end of which a Mayor is to be elected for two years, so 
that the regular succession of them will be preserved. 

These contradictory poaitions are maintained by arguments 
drawn from the charter, with respect to which, as it bears 
upon the legality of the various elections which hive been 
held for the office of Mayor, the General Council itself has ex- 
pressed, by iu resolutions, conflicting opinions, and eminent 
eitiiens of Louisville have been divided in judgment. With 
theseevidences of the doubtfulness of the questions involved, 
we praceei to state aui comment upon those provisions of the 
charter, and t < give that construction to it and that solution 
of the question before us, which, under all the considerations 
which have occurred or been presented to us, appear most rea- 
sonable and satisfactory to our minds. 

The charter, wtiich is in form as well a* m facta constitu- 
tion of government for the city of Louisville, seems to be 
modeled very much upon the plan of our present constitution, 
and especially in re erring the election at numerous officers, 
and also the determination of some other important questions, 
to the popular vote of the city. This may he regarded as the 
predominating principle in the constitution or frame of the 
city government. 

After formally dividing the corporate powers into three de- 
partments, legislative, executive, and judicial, and prohib- 
iting any office belonging to one of them from exercising pow- 
er belonging to another, the charier vests the legislative pow- 
ers in a Board of Common Councilman and n Board of Alder- 
men, constituting together the Ueneral Council, whose mem- 
bers are to possess oeriaiu qualifications, the lo*i or abandon- 
ment of which by any member shall vacate bis seat, "and 
the vacancy shall be filled as hereinafter directed. ' It pre- 
scribes that the Common Ouuuc lmen "shall be chosen for nan 
year and no longer," and that Aldermen "shall be chosen for 
two year< and no longer," but provides that the Board of Al- 
dermen first elected shall divide themselves by lot into tin 
classes, the seats of members of the first class to be vacated 
at the end of one year and those of the second class to be va- 
cated at the end of two yours from the day of their general 
election. and the seats thus vacated shall be filled by the qual- 
ified Toters in their several wards at the annual election for 
members of the Ueneral Council. The tenth section of fie 
third article provides that all vacancies in either Board shall 
be filled by election of the qualified voters of t e ward in 
which the vacancy occurs, except vacancies occurring within 
three months of the annual election, which shall be filled as 
■ay be prescribed by ordinances. The fourth article in its 
lit section provides that "the chief executive officer of the 
eity shall be styled the Mayor, and elected for two years and 
until his successor has been elected and qualified by the quali- 
fied voters of said city, at the time and places and under such 
rules aud regulation? as may be prescribjd for the electiou of 
members of the Uen.ral Council and city officers. " aud it 
states also the qualifications for the office. By the 6th section 



the Maa-i.r has piwer to 611 vacancies in any of the executive 
— es of the city by appointmeuta, which shall expire when 
i vacancies are filled as herein provided for. The 7th sec- 



tion rrovides that should the Mayor be temporarily disabled, 
or th >uld the office be vacated from any cause before the ex- 
piration of the term of office, the General Council shall upon 
joint ballot elect a Mayor /<ro trm., who shall perform the du- 
ties of the office daring the continuance of the disability or 
until a Mavor has beeu elected and qualified as herein pre- 
scribed, and the General Council shall allow such compensa- 
tion to the Mayer pro tem. as they may deem adequate to bis 
aervices. The'Stb section provides that there shall be chosen 
by the voters of the city at the general election, a City Attor- 
ney. Auditor, Treasurer, and Assessor of Taxes, "each of 
whom shall be chosen for two years and until his successor be 
elected and qualified." and by the voters of the Eastern and 
bv those of the Western District, a Street Inspector and 
Collector of Taxes in each district, "each of whom 
shall be chosen for one year and until his successor is 
elected and qualified," and by the votersj in the respec- 
tive wards two persons as Trustees of the University 
toholdoffiee as afterwards provided, and one person as day 
watchman and two persons as n gl.t watchmen, "and each 
watchman shall be criusen for one year and until his successor 
is elected and qualified." The qualifications of these officers 
are also prescribed, and it is provided that if certain acts be 
done by the officer after his election he shall thereby vacate his 
office, and that when any officer elected under this section 
dies, or in any way vacates his office, "the vacancy itis.ll be 
AI. ed by special election of the qualified Tot rs of ttecitv, 
district, or ward, except in cases otherwise provided for in 
this charter." The Kb section provides that the General 
Council shall elect "for one >ear and until successors are 
chosen respectively" various enumerated officers, among 
whom arc inspectors of different articles, and the General 
Council is authorised to prohibit by ordinance any inspector 
from dealing in the article inspect d by him; but it is provid- 
ed that such ordinance shall not be binding upon any inspec- 
tor in office at the time of its adoption— "until after the expi- 
ration of the^rm for wnich he had been elected." The same 
•action directs that the Council shall elect two tobacco inspec- 
tors for each tobacco warehouse in the eity whose "term of ser- 
vice shall be two years, and until their successors are elected 
and qualified." And that the Council shall provide for trie elec- 
tion by tbe Council of inspectors of tho various ki.dsof work 
and materials, and shall by ordinance fix their number, "their 
ternw of office, their duties, tbe manner of performing them, 
Ac The qualifications f all these officers are also preacribed;and 
tbe I3tb section piovides that "when any officer el cted by the 
General Council dies, or in any way vacates his office, the va- 
cancy shall b filled for the remainder of the term as provided 
for an original election." which is of course by the General 
Council: "and in case any officer elected by the qualified voters 
of said city nuder the provisions of this charter, shall die or 
vacate bis office within three mouths of the day of the general 
election for members of tbe General Council and city officers, 
the vacancy shall be filled until the day of such general elec- 
tion by election by said Council on joint ballot of a person all. 

ei," k-. . which provides for the case intended to be except.d 
special election under the 8th section. And in ease any 
1 distr ct or ward shall fail to hold an election for officers as pro- 
vided herein, the General Council snail en joint nallot elect 
aacboflLcer from the persons eligible. Ac.: "and the officers so 
elected shall perform their duties and hold their offices for such 
term* and be entitled to such compensation as though elected 
by tbe qualified voters of sach ward or district." 

By the 15th section. .xecutive aud ministerial officers, ex- 

Casly including the Mayor, shall be removable from office in 
manner herein prescribed: and when a person has been so 
remov-d from office "he shall not be re-eligible thereto until 
tbe expiration of the term for which he had been elected." 
Tbe 15th section provides that, "when in an elect! >n by qualified 
voters of th- city, district, or ward, two candidates are equal 
and highest in votes for the same office, there shall be anew 
election tor that offi e ordered." 

By the ISth section of the 6th article, the General Council 
to make all needful regulations fox taking the votes, as in t 
provided for herein (meaning perhaps in the 6th

i section of tbe Uth article provides that the general 
election for member* of the General Council and all city offi. 
ears far the eity or district, or wards shall b held on the 1st 
Saturday in April, 1851. and annually thereafter, commencing 
at sack place <>r places ia each ward and under sach rules and 
regulations as the General Council may from time to time pre- 
scribe: "and special electi on to fill vacancies and for other 
purposes as provided for in this charter shall be held on such 
day and in such place or places as may be prescribed by said 
Council, to be conducted is the general elections herein pr.vi- 
dod for are to be conducted." 

It should also be stated that, by the lit sectiea of the 10th 
arttsle. the Trustees of the University lnt elected, for which 
provision is aide >n the *th section of the 4th article, are re- 
quired todivi le those elected from each ward (being two in 
number) into two classes the first of which shall vacate (hair 
offices at the end of on* year and the second at the end of two 
years from their general election: aud annually thereafter 
there snail be elected by the voter! in each ward one trustee, 
"who shall hold h» office for two years and no longer." 

From t h u s very large qu stati ons, eom.insing n if only those 
provisi ons of the ohaxt-.r whieh relateexpraasly t » the election 
of a Mayor and to the vacation of his office and those which hv 
thair oamprehensive terms must or may be understood to in- 
clude these mbjeets. but also all sach as relate to the election, 
duration, and vac'tioa of all offices and the manner of filling 
all vacancies, we think the following propositions are clearly 
dedueibl-: 

las. Thatevery officer provided for by the charter Is to be 
elected regularly for a filed period of time. 

fid. Tha-. with respect to every snch officer (antra* the Mer- 
er ba aa exception) . this period fixed by the charter itself 
except in tbe very few easel ia which , t is to he fixed by the 
General Council is the regular and prescribed torn of office 
the residue of whieh. in case of a vacancy-, is to be filled in 
some special mode presirib-d or allowed by t « charter, be- 
fore an ele-tion is to be bad fur tbe fall term of office. 

34. That ia all cases af vacancy, unless a vacancy ia the 



Mayoralty bean exception, a person who shall fill the residue 
' f the term is to be cbVlea by tbe original constituent body, 
except in those cases lYi which it may be either partially or 
whollv filled either by the appointee of the May»r or of the 
Generjl . ouncil or in the mods which the Council is author- 
ised to provide iu case of vacancies in either board of the 
General Council: and 

1th. That even in these excepted cases, if the special up 
pointmentdoes not fill the entire term, the remainder of it Is 
to be fillad by the constituent body, either at a special elec- 
tion for that purpose, or at the next general election. Where- 
by, as the oif.ee vacated is not to be filled for tbe entire term, 
according to the general constitution of the office and the 
general provision for filling, it may quod hoc be regarded as 
a special election— specia. not in reference to the body of elec- 
tors or to the time and place of voting, but in reference to tha 
electoral body in filling this particular office, and in refer- 
ence to the fractional period for which it ii to be filled at that 
election. In the case of Aldermen chosen after the board 
has been divided into classes, each Alderman is to be elected, 
and is regularly elected for two years. Bnt if one re- 
sign or otherwise vacate his office in the first year, mora than 
three months before the next general election, the vacancy ii 
to be filled by a ipecial eleetion to be held in the particular 
ward. And although according to the general constitution of 
the office and the general provisions for filling it, an Aldar- 
man is to be ohosen fortwo years, the Alderman elected in 
the case supposed is not elected fortwo years, but for so much 
as remains of tho two years for which the Alderman whose 
office io: vacated was elected, even though a general election 
may intervene. And if the vacancy occurs in the first year, 
but within three months of the ensuing general election, and 
isfil'ed in sotn I mode prescribed by the General Coun- 
cil, under th- lilth section of the 3d article, the person 
chosen to fill it is either in office for the entire residue 
of the term, notwithstanding the intervening general 
election, or, as we think was e'early Intended, be is, unless 
elected by the original constituent body, to hold only until 
that election when an Alderman is to be elected for the remain- 
ing year of the term in whichthe vac m y oocurred: so a va- 
cancy in the office ef Common Councilman is to be filled for 
tho residue of the year by special election, if it occur more 
than three months before the general election, and within that 
period in snch manner as the General Ouncil mav provide. 
And so in the case of the trustees of the University, who, 
after the required division into two classes, are elected one by 
each ward for two years. A vacanay occurring iu the office of 



trustee, whether in the first or second yeir, is (bv the last 
clause in the 8th section of the 4th article) to be filled by a 
special election in the particular ward . except in casei other- 
wise provided fir; that is, unless (he vacancy occur within 
three months of a general election, in whieh it is provided by 
the 13th section that ftshsll befilled until snchreneral election 
by vote of the Council on joint ballot. And if at that election 
there be still one year of the term in which the vacancy occur- 
red, the trustee must cUarly be elected for that year, so that in 
this as in the othT caie there may be two successive appoint- 
ments tofill two successive portions of tbe same vacancy. This 
construction and operation of the provisions for electing al- 
dermen and trustees and for filling vacancies in them, bv 
which a regular series and succession of equal terms is kept up 
in those offices, being necessary to eft* ct the obvious purposes 
af the classification and to perpetuate the distinction t-etween 
tin- classes, and being thus fixed with absolute certainty as 
being intended with respect to these particular offices, the 
same construction and operation must be supposed to have 
been intended, and therefore the same construction must be 
given and the same operation allowed to the similar and ia 
most instances identical provisions for electing to other offices 
and for filling vacancies in them, unless by some provision or 
principle of the charter a contrary intention is manifested 
it is not sufficient to say that there is not the same reason or 
necessity for riving to the same or similar provisions the same 
operation with respect to all offices to which they apply that 
they were manifestly intended to have, and must necessarily 
hive, with reipect to some of the offices embraced by them. 



If there were no other reason for giving the same construct! 
and operation to the same provisions and for deducing f 
them the same intention in all the cases to which they appl 



regard for consistency snd uniformitv and for the harmonious 
operation of the entire system, as it would be a sufficient and 
the presumable motive for adopting the same provisions for 
filling and keeping full all the departments and offices of the 
government, so it is a sufficient resson for giving to them the 
same construction and operation with respect to all the offices 
to which they apply, and it must prevail, unless a substantial 
reason founded on, or at least consistent with, the principles of 
the charter be shown to the contrary. It is not the necessi- 
ty or the evident intention that there shall be a regular suc- 
cession of equal terms in the offices of Aldermen and trustees 
that constitute the means provided and intended to produce 
that effect. These means arc found in the provisions for elect- 
ing these officers for certain fixed periods, at the general elec- 
tions, and for filling vacancies in the offices by special elec- 
tions or otherwise, as prescribed. All theae provision* ware "f 
ennrse deemed adeqnat' and appropriate for prodncing and 
maintaining a regular succession of terms. Tbev are, in fact, 
easily susceptible of a construction by which they shall pro- 
duce that effect. The evident intention and necessity th t 
particular offices shall produce the effect, fixes upon tbem 
a construction by which they must produce, and were presum- 
ably intended to prafiuce. the same effect in all other offices 
coming under the ansae or substantially the same provisions. 
Si 'ice. then, the provisions for electing Aldermen for a certain 
period and for filling vacancies in their offices are entirely 
analogous to those for electing to the biennial offices. established 
by the 8th Section of tbe 4th article, the difference, if any, 
being with lespect to the officers provided for in the Sth Sec- 
tion, the indication is somewhat more expressed of the inten- 
tion necessarily implied in the other cas-. that there shall be 
a successor elects-d at the expiration of the period for which 
the predecessor was elected. Since the provision for el cting 
trustees who shall hold office for two years and no longer, is 
also substantially the same, while the provision for filling va- 
n their offices to be found In the last clanse of the 8th, 
and the middle of the ISth Section is identically the same as 
that for filling vacancies in all offices provided for in the Sth 
Section (which embraces trustees, the further reference is 
made for the tenure of their office), and, since with regard to 
all annual offices elected by popular vote, the provisions, sub- 
stantially the same, must clearly operate to keep up a regular 
succession of annual terras, and wereobviously so intended, and 
as the same intention is expressly indicated with regard to offi- 
ces to be regularly filled by election by the general council by the 
first clause of the 13th se'tion (4th article), which provides 
that vacancies in such offices shall be for the remainder of the 
term, we conclude that in all offices created by the charter, 
nnlesi that of Mayor be an r-xception, there are not on!> to be 
regular terms af certsin and nrescribsd duration, but tlier* if 
to be a regular succession of fermsof e |U al length. As the 
op-ration of the provisions by which this result is produced 
has been fully illustrated in the cases of Aldermen, Common 
Councilmen. and Tru«tecs, it is sufficient to say, that, with 
respect to the ether elective ' ffices referredto.it is the same. 

We deem it appropriate, however, to remark, tha*, except 
where the people shall fail or refuse to exercise their rights of 
electing to office (a eass orovided for in tbe last clause of the 
13th section of the 4th article), there is no provision or feature 
in the charter which indicates the intention that anv of the 
offices, or a vacanc. in any of them, shall or may V filled 
for a longer period than three months, unless hv the primary 
body which has tbe right of electing for the original and regu- 
lar term of office. One further observation, which, as ws 
think, arises upon the whole elective system as presented by 
the charter, is. that the general provisions prescribing the 
model of electing officers and the rcriods for whieh they shall 
be elected or hold office, were not framed with a view to the 
filling of vacancies which might occur, and were lot intended 
to provide the means or to regulate the mode or the proceeding 
by which they are to be filled. They were intended to estab- 
lish the office, to prescribe its general constitution aud tenure, 
and to prescribe the general and regular mode of filling it ac- 
cording to th it t 'ii u re. And. as the literal application of these 
provisions to the filling of a vacancy would break up the regu- 
lar succession of terms which they indicate, and would d s- 
trov that uniformity .f operation and certainty of rsult, 
which must be presumed to have be- n theiutei.ded consequence 
of similar language and provisions used throughout in consti- 
tuting all offices and defining their terms or tenure, nothing 
sho r t of explirit directions or clear implication can jnsti <y 
such an applicatio n in reference to any "articular office, estab- 
lish- d by such general provisions. 

We proceed then to a more particular consideration of these 
provisions, whieh relate directly to the < ffice of Mayor. The 
Mayor is characterised by the charter aa the chief executive 
officer of the city. He has a large salary fixed by the chart r. 
H is duties are of a highly imp >rtant character HV is in fact 
the chief officer of the city. He is to be elected by the quali- 
fied voters of the whole city "for two years, and until his suc- 
cessor has been elected and Qualified." That the charter in- 
tended to establish a regular fixed t^rm of two years f r the 
office of Mayor, if not demonstrated bv what has been said 
with reference to other officers, the provision for wlnseelection 
is substantially and in Some cases almost literally the same, 
is made certain by the fact that the charter i'self. in the7th 
sec of the 4th art., usee in refereacetothisofficethislanguare: 
"Should the office be vacated for any cause before the expira- 
tion of the term of office, " aud again, in the 15th section, 
which relatet to the removal of executive officers (including 
the Mayor), it is said that. » ben a person has ben n moved 
from office, he shall not be re-eliirible until the san fi ssf fan of 
the tirm tor which he had been elected; thua applying the word 
term toallexecutive offices without distinction, and of course 
including that of Mayor. 

As the Mayor is to be elected for the term of two years, at 
the expiration of which another Mayor must in the' regular 
course of things be e'ected, and so on from term to t-rm, ai ex- 
hibited in numerous examples of the operation of similar pro- 
visions, which must have been familiar, what is to prevent the 
certain inference that this provision was intended u> produce 
the regular succession of equal terms which mtut be the conse- 
quence of its regulsr and intended operation: and if, as we 
consider to he certain, this conseqnence was intended and ex- 
pected to result from the regular op ration of this provision, 
can this same provisiou be regarded ai evidence of an inten- 
tion todepart from this regular succession which it implies, 
and be resorted to in case of a vacancy within the term as a 
means of breaking up the succession? Snch a departure from 
the presumed inUntioi and regular operation of the general 
provision c -n'tituting this office and from the system ■ stab- 
lished with respect to all other offices could only be justified by 
showing that it is expressly authorized or required or that it is 
necessary to effectuate some man'f.-st intention of the charter. 
No such anth rityor r quiremcnt i* shown, and nothing bat an 
entire failure to provide for filling Vacancies in the office could 
raise the question of necessity. If there be no provision 
which expressly or impliedly autborixec tbe eleet<on of a May- 
or for tne unexpired term which hair been vacated, and if no 
luch prov : lioa can be supplied by reference to tbe nature and 
tenure of the office or to the general principles of the charter 
with respect to ffices and elecions or to the uniform system of 
filling vacancies in other simila- offices; and if it were a ques- 
tion whether the office should remain vacant for a considerable 
period, or should, b fore the expiration of the current term, be 
filled by an eleetion fora new term, then tie quest ion of n eoes- 
sity m'ghtbe aaid to arise. But this choice between extreme 
alternatives can never be presented, and there never can be a 
case tot the pro(>er ad- ption of either, if by any reasonable or 
admissible tonstruetivn of the charter it can be four I to fur- 
nish means of at onee keeping this office full and also of mai n 
taining in it the regular succession cf terms which i« j rc- 
sumptivelv intended by the provision oonatitutiog the oftVe, 
which provision, taken by itself, is equivalent to a perpetual 
mandate that once in every two years at a general election a 
Mayor shall be elected to ho d office for two years and until his 
sue- sso-i- elected and qualified, thus showing that the office is 
always to be kept full, and implying that this ia to be done 
without breakinr up the regular sacoession of equal terms. Is 
there aayth<a( in the charter whieh oontradicta this implica- 
tion? Is it not, on tha contrary, greatly itrr'.gthened by the 
nature and fleet of ail the provisions for filling other offices 
and vacancies in them? And are there not provisions whieh 
may and therefore ibduld be onmtrced as intending to provide 
ana ai actually providing for the filling of vacancies in the of. 
floe of Mavor in tbe same manner and with tha ■ ame iftoct with 
regard t » the incce-iion of terms aj in otherofficei? 

The 7th section of the 4th article pro* ides that, should the of- 
fice of Mavor be vacated before tbe expiration of tbe term of 
office, tbe Council shall elect a M ay or pro torn. . who il to dis- 
charge the out ie« "until a Mayor hai been elected aud qual ified 
as herein prescribed." The authority it here exptessly given 
to the general representative body, repeatedly in session and 
easily couvcaed, to meet the emargenoy by electing a Mayer 
pro tern. 

Butaeoording to all the analogies of the eaarter, and the toop- 
ular prlneipleon which it bases the eity govern men. aea its 
important offices, this officer most be regarded as being in 
f act ai he U by ityU of hii office, a mere temporary oftUar ap- 



ification the pro tem. appointment w in cease, 
sion that tbe pro tem. Mayor elected by the Coun- 
af disability or of vacation of the office of Mavor 
xpintionof i he term, shall hold until a Mayor has 



pointed for the occasion by the secondary body, to perform the 
duties of the office, until a Mayor msy be p-oi>erly elected by 
the primary body of electors. Be is evidently intended to be 
a mere locum teneni, whose offi t. not only as to its commence- 
ment, but also as to in continuance, is uncertain, since und r 
this provision itis to c ntinue not until the next general elec- 
tion, bnt onlv until a Mayor has been elected and qualified a* 
herein prescribed, " which, if a Mayor can be elected at a spe- 
oial election, may onlv be until sneh convenient time as the 
Council should appoint for that election. There is nothing in 
the clause which indicates that, at whatever period of the offi- 
cial year he may be elected, > e is to hold until the next gener- 
al election, or that he is only to be superseded by aMajorto 
be elected at a general eleetion or by a Mayor elected for two 
years. 

Tne 13th section expressly provide* that "if any officer elec- 
ted by the qualified voters of tbe city, under the precisions of 
the charter, shall die or vacate his office within three months 
before a general election, the vacancy s all befilled until the 
day of such general election by election by the Council of a per- 
son eligible." It is argued that this provision, from which it 
would be difficult to exclude the Mayor, who comes directly 
within iu descriptive terms, should not be understood as in- 
tended to include that officer, becao'e the election by the Coun- 
cil of a Mayor, in case of vacancy, had been already provided 
for. If the provisions were identical in their application and 
effect, it would be unimpor ant whether the office of Mayor 
were included in both or not. But, even then, the arcumeut 
that it is a mere repetition, would, in reference to mo long 
and complicate an instrument or statute, be at mngt incon- 
clusive, and would be entitl d to but little weight unless it 
were shown that the-e is no other instance of a like kind. If 
the provisions are not identical, and we think thoey are not, 
the argument wholly fails. 

The first provision ia. in effect, that, in case of the vacation 
of the office within the term, the Council shall elect a Mayor 
pro tem to serve until a Mayor ii elected as prescribed. By 
the last, if the vacancy ocean within three months before a 
general election, it shall be filled until that time by an eleetion 
by the Council. If, under the first proviaion, the Mayor pro 
tem. must, whenever the vacancy occurs, be elected to serve 
until the next general election, then iode«d the last proviiion 
would be useless and entitled to no effect. But tbe first does 
not so provide, and, assuming as we do that the last applies 
to a vacancy in the office of Mayor, and that both should nave 
effect, the inference from both taken together is. and it is 
in perfect harmony with all the analogies furnished in other 
similar cases, that the temporary Mayor elected by the Coun- 
cil, should in no case be elected to serve fora longer period 
than three months, that consequently, if the vacancy occur 
more than three months before a general election, it was in- 
tended that there should at the earliest convenient time be a 
special election for filling it, when a Mayor would of coarse 
be elected for the residue of the term; as by inference he 
would also be at a general eleetion coming on within three 
mouths, if the term were not then expired. 

But it is said that the first provision, that the Mayor pro 
tem shall lerve until a Mayor is elected and qualified aa here- 
in prescribed, proves that there is a provision for the election 
referred to. and that, as there is no provision for the election 
of a Mayor but the general one which declares that he shall be 
eUctcd at a general eleetion, and for two years, it must fol- 
low that the Mayor pro tem elected by the Council at whatever 
period of the official year, mast hold until the next general 
election, and that a Mayor is to be then elected for two years; 
because such is the mandate of the general provision reteired 
to, and because there is no provision for a ipecial election; 
and i t must be added ai ess ntial to the conclusion that it is 
easier to infer a power in the Council to elect a Mayor for any 
period less than one year, than to infer a power in the said 
body to appoint a special election by the qualifi d voters of the 
city, by which the temporary officer of their own election is 
to be superceded; or that it is more reasonable, under this char- 
ter, to extend by inference the office of the Mayor pro tem. 
through any fraction of the year, however long, than to infer 
that if a vacancy in the office occur more than three months 
before a general election, there ii to be a special election by 
the people, for filling tbe vacancy by electing a Mayor, upon 
whose qualification the pro tem. appointment w ill cease. 

The provis" 
cil, in caseo: 
before the e 

been elected an herein preteribed, while it certainly 'proves 
that the f ramert of the charter intended to provide and sup- 
posed they had provided for the election of a Mayor by the 
proper constituent body in the case stated (which is the case of 
a vacancy in the office occurring before the expiration of its 
regular term), does not prove that they intended that the gen- 
eral provision establishing the office as one to be regularly 
filled by eleetion for the term of two years, and by successive 
elections for similar terms, should be applied to the case of a 
vacancy occurring during the regular period of one of these 
terms; and. for reasons already given, the general provision 
should not be res rted to nor applied in the case of a vacancy 
with the necessary effect of destroying its own intended opera- 
tion, 'if, by any" reasonable and admissible construction, a 
provision can be found or means supplied in the charter for 
filling the Tacancy by popular election and without violating 
the general constitution of the office and the intended succes- 
sion of terms. 

If. then, it were true that a Mayor can only be elected by 
popular vote at a general election, though it would follow th it 
in all cases the Mayor pro tcm., elected by the Council, should, 
in opposition to the general principles of the charter, hold un- 
til a general election, it would no! follow that a Mayor for 
whose election at the end of tbe first year of the term there is 
no express provision should then be elected for two vears. If 
there be no prorii on for an election expressly to fill the va- 
cancy, there is no more an express provision for an election at 
a general election at any time w itlSin the term, and the impli- 
cation which authorises such an election merely because there 
is a proper opportunity for it d -es not authorise a violation 
of any actual provision or manifest intention, but ii limited 
bv them, and therefore would only authorise an electiou of 
Mayor even at a general election within the term for the un- 
expired portion of the term or tb« vacancy. 

The vacation of the office of Mayor within the term pre- 
scribed for its duration produces a vacancy which, according 
to the exarop'e and analogy furnished with res pect to every 
other office provided for in the charter and according to the 
meaning fixed npon that word by the instrument is a vacancy 
not simply in the office to be then filled under the geueral pro- 
vision establishing it. and by an elec'ion for the original period 
or term, but is a vacancy in the office for the unexpired term 
or a vacancy in the term, which may be filled for the residue of 
the term by oneor more appointments or elections as the case 
may require. There is no reason why it should i ot be soin the 
office of Mayor, ns it certainly is in all other offices. There is 
tbe sim reason and as much necessity for its buiugsu iu tn.t 
office as in ill other offices save tho<e of Alderman and Trus- 
tees of the University. There is at least as much reason for 
maintaining uniformity and certainty in this office as in all 
other exeoutive offices. There is no presumption of an intend- 
ed departure in the case of the Mayoralty from the uniform 
system adopted and earefnllv ca ried not with respect to all 
other offices. There is no presumption cf an intention to 
make a vacancy in this offica alone, whicb, like all of the oth- 
ers, has an established term, the occasion of commencing a 
new term in the middle of that which is vacated, and of oth 
e-rj instituting a new series of terms in this office having their 
commencement at a different period from that ri„inaily es 
tabliihed, and different from that of all other biennial office: 
established at the same tirre, and by provisions af pree sell 
tbe same import, and of whicb the regular terms commenced 
originally at thesame period, and least of all is there any 
presumption that, with respect to this office, the most impor- 
tant of all, to be regularly filled by the popu>ar vote of the 
whole city, and for which the popular body of voters is 
deemed the competent and appropriate constituency, it was 
intended to present the only example of making a vacancy 
the occasion of transferring to the General Council for a Ion- 
ger period than necessity or coEVenie-oe m - rht require. th« 
power of filling this office, of which the voters of the city are 
the appropriate electors, and of making this transfer under 
tbe former by the fact of n*t expressly giving to the General 
Council in this case, us it does in all other cases of officers 
elected by the popular vote, the power of appoint. ng an elec- 
tion to ?>e held by the voter* of the city for filling a vacancy 
in it. There is not only no sach presumption as any of the»e, 
bat in every par'icular tbe contrary presump ion is the ra- 
tional, and in most cases the necessary one. 

Under all the considerations apn'.r aM- to the ease, if it be 
true as contended and as we admit, that the refer nee to some 
provision in the charter for electing a Mayor whose electi n 
and qual ificati n shall terminate the offi -e of the pro tem. 
Mayor, proves that there is r r was inter d d aud supposed to be 
s me provision of that charter, this cirsums'ances so far from 
pointing to the general provision for regularly filling tbe of- 
See. which does n t pr- ride for tho ca«e of a vacancy, ana 
which, if literally appl ed to a vacancy in the first official 
year would defeat its own manifest intention forsuch a re- 
sort, if not absolnte'y. at any rate until ail ssnn h for an ex- 
presi r revision appropriate to the case has been exhausted and 
until itis found impossible by any reason ib eaud admissible 
construction to *u iply one. The desideratum then is to find a 
provision embracing the ofjee ef Mayor which authorises the 
Geneial Council toap oint a time aud place and to call fora 
special .leeti n for filling a vacancy in that offiie occurriue 
more than three months before a general election. If there b 
such power it cannot be denied, bat mast he ad-nitted aeeertaiu, 
that a Mayor would at sach election be proi- rly el fed to fill 
tbe entire remainder of the vacancy or of the term, which had 
been partially filled by the Mayor pro tem. If tnere beno such 
power then, besides the general inconsistencies of such an ex- 
ception, tula very s'rsnge oousequer.ee might and doabtlast in 
some instances w'ccld ensue. The Mayor and one or more of the 
other biennial executive officers elected by the vote of the 
whole city at the sam* time, for the sam ; U rn aud under the 
lame general provisions, might vacate the r respective offices 
at or about the same time, aud at an early period of the official 
year. In such case, although it would undoubtedly be the 
rirbtand duty of the Council to provide for a special election 
to be held ia convenient time thronghont the city, and at 
which the voters of tho city might and ihould elect 
persons to fill the other vacant offices during the remsiu- 
der of the trm, they would have no right at the came 
time to elect a Mayor to the vacant office, because, as 
is laid, no power ii given to tbe Counc 1 t appoint a 
special election for the office of Mayor or to the people to 
elect one at inch au election, and therefore that officer canouly 
be cl-cted at a general election for two yean. If a Mayor 
could be elected at the ipecial election, in tbe case supposed, 
ho would undoubtedly be elected to fill the vacancy for the 
residue of the term, and it woald also be clea-that if elected 
at a general election with'n the term it w uld be sb fill the re- 
mainder of the term or vacancy. If there be >n fact sueh a to- 
tal absence as suggested of all authority in the charter to hold 
a special election lo fill by popular rote avacuicy in the office 
of Mayor, it cannot be supposed that such an anomaly, withtat 
reas n or : arallel in the charter, proceeded from auy aetua 
intention on the part of 'lse trainers to make such au excep- 
tion of the highest office ia the city. If this were a t other- 
wise manife-t, the imp'ications already drawn from the 7th 
and 13th sections of the 4th Article, and especially the indi- 
cation in the 7th section, i hat in e ection in the cave of va- 
cancy, us therein statt d is provided for. and would make it 
certain that such an omission was not intent tonal, bat was a 
mere inadvertence, occurring without obtervstion or design 
in the complicated provisions of a long and intricate charter. 

But there is a provision, which, under the plain indications 
of intention and belief just referred to and under the very 
net-essity which has led the counsel d. nying the right of hold- 
ing a special election for Mayor, to resort to the general pro- 
vision for electing that officer, with the effect of defeating one 
of its manifest i.nrre sei, may ar d must, at »e think, be con- 
strued as a n t h s ail ing the ''ouncil to appoint special elections 
for filling all vac: ncies in officii elective by popular vote, uu 
leii the vaeancv occur within three months of a genera) elec- 
tion. We say then, first, that the 16th Section of the 4th arti 
cleof the charter, disproves tbe propositioi. that a Mayor nm t 
always or can only be elected at » general election and fi 
year* Itexpreasl} provides that in all afitoaa elective by tbe 
; • pie in hiding certainly and necessarily the office of Mayor 
if two candidates are equal and hi/- est in votel for the -ami 
office, anew election f..r that office shall be ordered 
ipecial election which, in the caac of the Mayor a* 
and iu the rase of all other officers oertaiul> , is t , be ordered by 
the General Council, and acompar'sonof the provision far sala 
ry in this case and in that of the pro tsm. Mayor, » 11 tend t< 
corroborate whst we have raid with reap- ct to that officer. We 
say. secondly, that the general power of making all regula- 
tions for taking tbe votes of tbe qual fled voters, in all oases in 
whi -h any matter Is. under the charter, to br d. termine-i by 
such vote, was manif-stly intended to be vested in the r -eL«ral 
Council. This is • v d need by erne or both of the two sections 
now to be named, v s: tbe 13th section of the 6th article aad 
the lit section „f the Uth article. The first of these seotio, 
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gives the authority in . the can, "herein provided for, nal 
may refer »nly to caset of subscription, «c., provided for in 
the 6thar iele, a'though similar terms used eliew here have a 
more extended reference. Tha other, after providing for gen- 
eral elections to be held annually on the 1st Saturday ia April, 
Ac, p oreed* thus: "And special elections for filling vacan- 
eiet, and fur other purposes, ai provided in this charter, 
shall be bold on such day, Ac. as may be prescribed by the said 
Council." By the narrowest construction whieh can be given 
to those prov sions, they, and especially the lait ooe, author- 
ize the Council to appoint and regulate all specisl elections, 
providei for bv the charter. Is it too liberal a construction to 
say that this means all special elections required or authorised 
by the charter? And do not the clear implications dedueible 
from the 7th and 13th sections, and do not all the analo- 
gies to be drawn from similar cases, all tne principles 
of the charter, and especially the great principle of 
popular elections, so certainly eitabliibed and lo sedulously 
maintained, as the basis of the government, in all of its im- 
portant offiees, an thorite and require a resort to the popular 
vote for tbe election of a Mayor when a vacancy in that office 
filled temporarily by a Mayor pro ten elected by the Council 
occurs so f ngberr re the general eleetion. that the people may 
without inconvenience, be. called on to elect in tile interval, 
and when the continuance of tbe Mayor pro tem would there- 
fore be inconsistent with the popular rights as maintained in all 
other cases? Must the words, "as provided for in this charter." 
even if coming iu t^e context, which has been supposed, be 
understood in their strictest literal sense, as referring only to 
anexp ess pr viiion for the special case? Must the spirit and ob- 
ject of the provision, the general context and nriociples of the 
charter, the consistency and uniformity of the operation, the 
effects and consequences of a strict construction, producing in- 
consistency and anomaly, all be disregarded in deference to 
the strict literal interpretation of a single word, and with the 
effects of excluding a case, which in name only differs from 
those whieh had been expreisly provided for. and which, as it is 
certain that it should have been provided for, andthatitwas 
intended and believed to have been provided for, must also have 
been intended and supposed to he referred to in this provision, 
aa one of thecasei provided for iu the charter? The rules and 
principlesof construction lead to a different conclusion, and 
require that the intention clearly m aui foiled shall prevail over 
the strict import of tbe particular words, rather than that it 
shall be sacrificed to them. But this is not all the question. 
Whether this provision authorizes special election, in the case 
of the Mayor, does not depend exclusively upon the interpre- 
tation of the words "ai provided for in this charter." let this 
phrase be construed as strictly as it may he, it cannot affect the 
fact, that when the office of Mayor is vacated within the term, 
there is a vacancy in the office, and if the provisiou made in 
this section for filling vacancies were in these words "And 
ipecial election! to fill vacancies shall be held on such day, " 
Ac. .as may be prescribed by the Council, it would certainly 
embrace tne case of a vacancy in the office of Mayor, and 
Would authorize a special election to fill such vacancy when- 
ever it might occur more than three monthi before a general 
election. The question then ii whether tbv proviiion may not 
.ir.d sh uld not receive this construction, by which the charter 
will have a consistent and harmonious operation, conformable 
to ita own fixed principles, and to the intention of its 
authors? This ia not merely a question of the in- 
terpretation of words, but is a question of grammati- 
cal construction, to be determined under all the con- 
siderations which can be applied in any case, of construction.

"for other purposes", in the prev oas part of the senteni , 
the necessity of finding in the charter a provision f-r a spe- 
cial eleetion, to fill a vacancy in the > ffice of Mayor, 10 
strongly indicated in the 7th Section of the 4th Article, and 
implied n tbe 13th Section, and in the provisions for filling 
all other vacancies, and in the popular charactei of the office 
of Mayor, and the popular right to All it, under exceptions 
justified alone by convenience and necessity, will be fully met, 
the desideratum of a power, in the Council to limit ita own 
appointment of a Mayor, /to '•„,.. by refe ring the election 
of a Mayor to the true constituent body, will be found and a 
perfect uniformity of operation, and entire consistency if 
principles, and provisions, with respect to offices and vacan- 
cies will be secured, and all this may be done, and inconsis- 
tency and anomaly may be avoided, by the application of the 
familiar rule of construction, bv which, unless a different 
reference be clearly indicated, and may b made, without vio- 
lating a manifest intention, a subsequent fragment or 
clause of a sentence, referring to a previous portion of the 
same sentence, in which different subjects are spoken of , may 
be applied to the last antecedent, rather than to the first, or to 
both. If the mere position of a comma could so decisively re- 
pel th'a construction, as to overcome all considerations by 
which it is recommended, and to defeat all the objects to be ac- 
complished by it. we think the oomma placed after the 
words for other purposes, while there is none after the word 
vacancies, cannot have this effect. If there were a comma af- 
ter the word vacancies, that might indicate tint there wai 
some subsequent word, or member of the sentence, appli- 
cable to the election to All vacancies; as it is, the position of 
the comma is in our opinion inconclusive as to the proper con- 
struction, and insufficient to es ablish an intention which, if 
it exclude a ipecial election to fill vacancies in the office of 
Mayor, ii letular with the general character and principles of 
the Charter It it to be observed moreover, that while the pro- 
vision authorizing the Council to appoint and regulate special 
elections f or fi ling vacancies would of itself be a sufficient 
provision for filling by special elections subject to any limita- 
tions imposed by the charter, all vacancies in offiees, elective by 
the people (to that no previous or other provision, in addition to 
this was necessary for filling such vacancies by election), it waa 
neceasary to provide otherwise, thin by thii general proviiion 
for taking the popular vote. Thii is for special elections for 
any other purpose than that of filling vacancies. And whil 
this provision for special elections to fill vacancies would by 
its own terms be restricted to the filling of vacancies, and re- 
quited no i urther restriction, unless for the express purpose of 
excluding vacanies in s. me [articular office or offices, for 
which anomaly no reason i* suggested, it wss entirely appro- 
priate, if not actually necessary, to restrict the other pur- 
poses for which special elections ought under this section to be 
appointed to such only as are otherwise expressly or actually 
proviuod for in the charier. Such a restriction leaves the 
Council free t> appoint a special election, at which the people 
may vote for tha determination of every question of policy or 
finance wh eh the charter intended to submit to the popular 
vote. But to apply the restrict on to vacancies, with the effect 
of excluding vacancies in the office of Mayor, would, or might 
be, to withhold from tbe people, under all circumstances, the 
right of voting to fill a vacancy in that office: because, then 
thisappl'c ti ■ of the w.-rds in question to ska nearest ante- 
cedent subject is appropriate and harmless, violating no pro- 
vision or principle 'if the charter: hut, admitting the hartm- 
nious and consistent operation of all, and because the ext n- 
sion of them to special elections bo hi) vacancies is unneces- 
sary either for tho grammar or sense of tbe section, and be- 
cause it is to oave the effect of excluding, ai beiug otherwise 
unprovided for, all and any ipecial election to fili vacauciei in 
the office of Mayor, it would make an exception of that offi

ception will be avoided, aud a piovision will ba supplied for 
filling vacancies in the Mayoralty by special election, us was 
evidently intended and believed to have been provided for, and 
wh.ch is ax least conformable with the principle! and provi- 
sions of the charter in analogous easel Therefore w« con 
strue this provision as authorizing special elections tofill va- 
canc esin all elective offices, including that of Mayor with 
respect to which the Council has the right to elect a Mayor pro 
(em., whose right of office being, if the vacancy occur within 
three monthi of a general e ect on, expressly limited to that 
interval, ought not, if the vacaney occur at an earlier period 
of the year, to continue longer than until such convenient 
time as the Council msy appoint for a special eleetion. and 
mnst at all events terminate at the first election and qualifi- 
cati ra of a Mayor. There are numerous cases in which under 
the cha tor there may be two appointments, or elections t.. fill 
diff-rent portions of the same vacancy. Some instances of 
this kiud, have been pointed out, and ethers w 11 readily pre- 
sent themselves; there are even casea, in whi h there may be 
three successive appointments or elections to the same Tacan- 
cy. The city attorney for instance, may die within three 
months before a general election and when there is immediate 
neeessi'v for the services of that officer. The Mayor may ap- 
point until the Council elects. The Council may then elect 
until a general election, when the people may elect for the re- 
mainder of the term There is therefore no anomally in the 
election of a Mayor pro tem. by the Connoil aud a subsequent 
■lection of a Mayor to fill tbe remainder of the term either at 
a special or at the next general election. But this in our 
opinion was tbe real intention and is the true construction of 
tho charter. Applying to the facts appearing in the record, 
the foregoing conclusions, in whicb, and iu the general views 
on which they an founded, this court unanimously concurs, 
we are of opinion that when the Mayor Delph resigned about 
the middle of tbe first year of histerm.it was tbe right and 
duty of the General Council to have appointed at a convenient 
time, a ipecial election fora Mayor tofill the residue of the 
vacant term of two years, upon whose election and qualifica- 
ion the < ffice of the Mayor pro tem. would have ceased— that 
.0 special e'ection having been appointed, the Mayor ueceasa- 
rlfy continued in office until the next general eleetion in April, 
1852. at which term, as one year of the vacated term remained, 
a Mayor should, according to the charter, have been el-cteu fcr 
one j ear to fill the remainder of tbe vacancy, and that a 
Mayor being ti.en to be elected for one year only, tbe election 
of Speed at that time entitled him to the office for one year 
only, ending at the election of April, 1853, and when tha 
Mayor then elected shoold be qualified tb t the term of the 
first elected Mayor having then expired, the second regular 
term of the office then commenced to expire in April, 1S55, 
upon the election nod qualification of 'lie Mayor then elected 
for the third regular term, and that, Barbee, having been then 
elected, be i* the legal Major, for the term of two years to end 
in April: 1857. and by the election and qualification of a 
Mayor for the sucotediug term. 

Tae case of the election of a President of the Uuited States 
f or four years, in case the offioes both of President aad Vice 
President should oe vacated within be term, is not deemed 
anslag us to the present ca*c, because Congress, in authorising 
sach aa eleetion, was exercising its di-cretion in a matter 
wh'chhad be n specially referred to it, by the l onstitution 
without any other provision for it in thit ioitrument, and be - 
cause the eminen timportanoe ar d dignity of the office, aad the 
immense space occupied by the electoral body, being the whole 
s United states, rendering an election for a mere 
j period inexpedient and alt .cethsr unadvisalle, 
constituted r,ufficiei.treason for the course prescribed »hihbe- 
iDt a provision for an extreme ease, aad in tbe nature of an a<- 
eeption.>ouid sea- cely have been a proptr i round for a depart- 
ure in the charter itself from a si stem uniform as to all other 
offices, and certainly isno authority for makirg such a de- 
parture by construction without necessity and against tha 
piincipl » and analogies of the charter. 

Nor do we consider the case of Power vs. Hunt, 2 Hen- 
ry s H ep., p. 24. as bearing w iih much force upon the present 
question. Ths ooostituli nal provision on which thatdecis- 
i n was made, was, thai in case of a vacancy ia t he office of 
Register, electee! for 4 years, itshon'd be filled by the justices, 
whose topp iatee was to eon inue in 'ffice until hi» successor 
shail be elected and qualified, and such office shaU be 
filled by the qualified vo eri at tho first election for 
county officers. The queition waa in effect whether tha 
person elect, d at the tlrut election of county officers after 
the occurrence of the vacancy was elected for the full 
term of four yean, although the term which was vaca- 
ted had not expired, and it was decided that ho was. The 
ease does aot decide that a pr \ isi. n, that certain eflWro 
shall be e e. ted for orrtaiu periods, does not furn sh evidence 
of an intention to establish regulations cf office sad a regular 
sueressioa of terms. Nor does it doelde that if tbe provision 
had been th t the. racmvy shall be filled at i be next election, 
the I crsoo then elected would have been elected for four veaia 
without rega d ro he questiou whether ths pre. tons term, 
whieh waa vacated, had expired or not, nor does it appear that 
the constituiion of f. nnes.ee provides, as this charter insuh- 
s:ence does, that in all other offices to he filled by •lection for 
pi ascribed periods, the regular terrai of office shall be observ- 
ed aad maintained in the election of persons to fit 1 tbe vacan- 
cies which may occur in them. Tbe provision that in case of 
vacancy in a certain office >ucA "ffice *hall be AUed. is not re- 
gal ded as buian pi-ci-elv equival nt to a provision thai in 
ease of taeaaoy saxA uucamey shall be AUed, aad especially 
whoa In tne latter rasa the ia-trumeut fixes the import af tha 
term vacancy. Beaid*.a, the question hero is, whither the of- 
fice of Mao or, as regards the vacancies in it, stands as an in- 
tended exception among all tha e ffices created by the charter,

Wherefore the judgment is reverted, and tha cause remand- 
ed, with direction! to render a judgmmi against the plaintir 
claim to the office of Mayor of the eity af Louisville, — - 
dismiss his petition.
